VICTIM OF ATROPHY. 


John Hobbs Dies of Creeping Paraly- 
sis and Will Be Buried With 
Police Honors. 


Ex-Detective John Hobbs is dead at his 
home, 4107 Olive street. 

For five or six years he had been a suf- 
ferer from muscular atrophy, or progres- 
sive paralysis. Two weeks ago he was 
prostrated. never to rise again. 

John Hobbs was a brave and efficient 


officer of the St. Louis detective force for 
upwards of fifteen years, and the cause of 
h ailment was a desperate encounter 
about six years ago he and Detective Tracy 
had in attempting to*arrest two thieves in 
a saloon at Seventh and Pine streets.

Last October he was 
pensioned and retired after having done 
sixteen years of police work. 

No man in the Police Department had 
more friends. He was courteous to every- 
body, unflinching in the discharge of his 
official duties and devoted to his family. 
His brother, Wimam A. Hobbs, was for 
two terms Recorder of Deeds. 

The funeral will be a semti-official one, 
as the Police Department will show the 
usual courtesies to their dead colleague. 

A few hours before demise the physicians 
told Hobbs hat death would soon result 
and he wrote the names of his friends whom 
he desired to act, as pall-bearers.

HIS SKULL CRUSHED. 


Fatal Accident to August Willis on 
a North Main Street 
Wreck. 


A horrible accident occurred at 1:40 Fri- 
day afternoon at 202 North Main street, a 
building that had been wrecked by the cy- 
clone. | 

The building is a mere shell, nothing re 
maining but two upright side walls. A 
force of workmen is engaged in restoring 


the building. 

August Willis, a carpenter, was engaged 
in leveling joists on the top of the partition 
wall between the buildings, 200 5 202 
North Main street. Suddenly the bricks on 
which he was standing gave way and he 
fell headlong into the cellar, about ‘eighty 
feet below. In falling his head struck the 
joists on the poor floor, bespattering 
them with blood. | 

The first intimation his fellow workmen, 
who were working in the cellar, had of the 
accident, was a shower of brick, followed 
by the thud of Wellis body as it struck a 

le of brick and rubbish in the cellar. If 
Be made an outcry no one seems to have 
heard it. When picked up it was found that 
his skull was crushed. Death ensued be- 
fore he was put into the ambulance that 
carried him to the Dispensary. 

A. L. Space, a brick mason who lives at 
12 Cardinal avenue, at work in the cellar, 
was struck by a shower of brick, receiving 
painful injuries about the right hand. 

Willis was unmarried, about 30 years of 
age and resided at 1400 North Market street.

“‘T have been just informed tha in your 
issue of the 16th you attribute to me the 
use of the expression, Upon provocation | 
we can shoot them down,” referring to ad- 
vocates of free silver. I made use of no 
such language and the error, which ap- 
peared in the New York World, was cor- 
rected in the issue of the following day. I 
have a deep sympathy with the est and 
the South, X upon conviction that the 
distribution of products of labor in this 
country does not award a just share to 
these sections. I oppose the free coinage of 
silver because, in my judgment, it will in- 
tensify the burdens of the West and South, 
instead of relieving them. I am a firm 
liever in the rule of the majority, and if 
free 8 shall receive the indorsement 
of the people at the coming election, I be- 
lieve that its advocates.should have the 
support of.the whole people in carrying into 
effect laws which Will give expression to 
their views.“ 

“The language attributed to me would be 
simply ludicrous if it had not been referred. 
to as a serious expression of my opinions.

Mr. Coxey and 
George Schilling both took a positive posi- 
tion against the elimination of the plank. 
“For heaven’s sake,“ exclaimed Mr. 
Schilling, “don’t let it go forth that this 
committee laid on the table the only prop- 
osition in the platform favorable to the 
labor interest.“ 

Mr. Burkitt made an ineffectual effort to 
secure a declaration against “direct ap- 
propriation from the public treasury to in- 
stitutions not owned and controlled by the 
S as contrary to the spirit of our 
nstitutions.“

To restore the 
Government of the fathers and for the wel- 
fare and prosperity of this and future gen- 
erations, we demand the establishment of 
an economic and financial system, which 
shall make us the mästers of our own af- 
fairs and independent of European control | 
by the adoption of the following declara- 
tion of principles: 

1. We demand a national currency safe 
and sound, issued by the general Govern- 
ment only, a full legal tender for all debts 
public and private and without the use 
of banking corporations; a just, equitable 
and efficient means of distribution direct 
to the people and through the lawful dis- 
bursements of the Government. 

2. We demand the free and unrestricted 
coinage of gold and silver at the present 
legal ratio of sixteen to one by the U1 N 
States, without waiting for the consent of 
foreign nations.

roperty to his wife. He also left her what 
fs ue him from his father’s estate until his 
children become He appoinded hs 
brother, Charles Vogel, executor. 

The will was made May 17, 1881. 

As the original of the will is in existence, 
fil here, the estate which 
is in St. Louis will be divided according to 
the inheritance laws of the State, as if Mr. 
Vogel had died without making a will.

IT WAS ON ORGANIZATION. 


Senator Allen of Nebraska Won, and 
Ripped the Hanna Heachmen 
Up the Back. 


The first test of factional strength in the 


People’s Party Convention came Thursday 
evening, when the report of the Commit- 
tee on Organization was voted on. 

It was gratifying to the friends of bi- 
metallism, and it gave the Hanna minions 
in the Middle-of-the-Road contingent a cold 
chill. 

The lines were drawn taut and close, and 
there was no question but Bryan or anti- 
Bryan, involved. 

The result showed that 758 delegates fa-

The report of the Grand Jury is a 
model of what such a report should be. 
It states clearly and with a good deal 
of wholesome pungency its findings ‘in 
regard to the jail escapes and the filth 
and carelessness that characterize the 
jail management. 

The Grand Jury shows plainly that 
Jailer Wagner and Deputy Sheriff Troll 
were guilty of gross negligence in allow- 
ing the escape of Shepard and Lavigne. 
The evidence is enough to cause the re- 
moval of these incompetent and untrust- 
worthy officials. | 

Quite apart from the escape of prison- 
ers, the report of the Grand Jury contains 
sufficient matter to warrant a change in 
the jail management. The traffic with 
prisoners carried on by the combine 
among the jail guards, practically creat- 


ing a bond of sympathy and a partner- 


ip between the prisoners and their 
allers, is a gross scandal, and ought to 
de stopped at once. That it has been 
allowed to assume the proportions shown 
to exist is proof that the present man- 
agement is corrupt and unreliable. 

The repairs to the jail ordered by Judge 
Harvey should be made by a competent 
jail-builder. No more patchwork must 
be allowed. The jail should be put into 
such a condition that it will not be a 
disgrace to the city government and a 
menace to peace loving citizens.

“PROTECTING’ THE TREASURY. 

The Wall Street organs unite in a 
hallelujah chorus at the decision of the 
New York and foreign bankers to “pro- 
tect” the Treasury.

Men of sense will ask why, if the bank- 
ers can do this now, was it not done on 
the previous occasions when the Govern- 
ment was forced to i bonds to main- 
tain the gold reserve. Why, when the 
Sub-Treasurer at New Tork announced 
that he was on the point of suspending 
gold payments, did not the banker pa- 
triots stand between the Government and 
the Morgan-Belmont syndicate which ex- 
acted usury and levied tribute upon the 
people? 

The answer is easy. The bond-grabbers 
and gold raiders realize that another 
bond issue before election would make 
doubly sure the victory of the people 
over the money changers. Such a victony 
will destroy “all possibility of future 
Treasury raids and bond issues to main- 
tain gold reserves, So the syndicate 
feeds the goose to keep it fat and ready 
for more plucking under McKinley and 
the gold standard.

Bx THE GRAND-JURY. 


DIVES SHOULD BE CLOSED. 


_ “Butch” Wagner and His Incompe- 
tent Force of Deputies Severely 
Censured in the Report. 


e 


‘The Grand - jury made its report Thursday 
afternoon. 

The condition of the jail is gone into. 
The building is reported unsafe and un- 
 ganitary. 

Noble Shepard’s escape is attributed partly 
to the condition of the jail and 
partially to the negligence of Jailer Wag- 
ner. 

Wagner ts censured severely. 

The criticiam extends ‘beyond the escape 
of Shepard and refers to the traffic car- 
ried on between the prisoners and the 
guards. 

The overhauling of the jail at once is 
strongly recommended. 

The escape of Chas. Lavigne from a cage 
im Criminal Court Room No. 2 is charged to 
the gross carelessness of Sheriff Troll's 
gon and deputy. Young Troll's neglect of 
his duty is condemned. 

The Sheriff is let down light and it is rec- 
ommended that he be allowed more money 
to employ deputies. 

The police get it good and hard. 

The jury reports that five hotels are no- 
torious assignation houses and the names 
and locations of fifty wine-rooms are given. 

The police are scorched for permitting 
these establishments to exist; also for pro- 
tecting fence“ houses because the pro- 
prietors sometimes aid in the capture of 
thieves. : 


To the Honorable Criminal Court: 

The Grand-jury for the July term of this 
court reports, with the sense of great re- 
lief, tha? it has finished its labors, and, in 
addition to the formal matters of record 
which have been comprehended in its sev- 
eral partial reports, asks the attention of 
the cour? to the facts and recommendations 
growing but of the investigation made by it 
under the court’s instructions, 

The jury gave considerable time to the 
ascertainment of the circumstances at- 
tending the escape from jail of Noble Shep- 
ard, the convicted murderer, and from the 
Criminal Court room of Chas. Lavigne, 
under charge of burglary and larceny. The 
facts of both cases indicate serious faults 
in the entire system of handling prisoners. 
In the first place the condition of the jail 
as a place for the safe-keeping of desperate 
criminals is not what it should be, 

Most of the iron work is so badly rusted 
and weakened by the elements that the 


very crudest form of tool or implement 
would suffice to break through. 

On the back of every cell there is an iron 
boiler-plate, serving as a patch to cover : 
hole left by alteration of the plumbing, an 
owing to a false idea of economy prevailing 
at the time the work was done, the advice 
of jail building experts was so flagrantly 
disregarded by the officials in charge of the 
work that each plate offers a temptation to 
the cell «-cupant to attempt escape. 

Tu plates are held by ten rivets each and 
the heads of the rivets can be easily sawed 
off in less than one and one-half hours with 
as imperfect a tool as Shepard had. Had 
the plates been put on according to expert 
recommendation it might have involved an 
expense of $100 more for the entire work. 
but i: would have been simply impossible 
for an inmate to remove them with ary 
kind or saw known. As this fault seems 
to us of large importance, we reoommend 
that steps be taken at once to do this patch 
work under the direction of a competent 
jail builder so as to prevent the recurrence 
of the Shepard affair. 

But even though the cells had been much 
more faulty than they are, the escape of 
Shepard would have been tmpossible had 
such precautions been taken as the circum- 

stances at that time demanded for retain- 
ing the prisoners in custody. It appears 
that just before the great cyclone a force

n iocating the cause of the troub 
workmen found it necessary to dig 2 
and deep trench in the floor of the space 
surrounding the cells, just inside the jail 
Wall and known as the bull ring, and ¢his 
excavation was just back of the row of 
murderers’ cells, so that some of the pris- 
oners could see through the iron lattice of 
their compartments what was going on. 

hepard’s cell was but a few feet from the 
bench. When the workmen reached the 
sewer it was found that quite a large open- 
ing had been cut under the jail foundation 
by the movement of the escaping water. 

Bunlight came through and it seems al- 
most certain that Shepard, in watching the 
workmen from his cell lattice, saw the ave- 
nue of escape.

With these conditions, the jury found it 
possible to determine how Shepard got 


large for reasons 
siated, was exceptionally owing to 
the fact that it was somebody’s Sunday off 
and somebody else was sick. 

This left one guard in the labyrinthine 
bull-ring—a gentleman quite advanced in 
years—who had its dark 200-yards of zig- 
— to patrol, and who could get from ane 
end to the other in five minutes, if he kept 
moving. 

We find, therefore, that the escape was 
due, first, to the fact that no reasonable 
precautions were taken to prevent the equip- 
ment of prisoners with tools, and second, 
to the fact that no precaution at all : 
taken to guard an opening which in effect 
was an open door in the jail wall. * — 
responsibility for these two serious omis- 
sions, if any, rests upon Jailer Wa r, but 
seemingly rests very lightly, as ot pris- 
oners can to-day. have their wants supplied 
surreptitiously almost as easily as before. 
It is clear that if Shepard had tried to get 
out through the front door of his cell, then 
across the open and well-lighted area ere 
two guards were on duty, and then through 
the large front door whigh was locked, he 
would almost certainly have been appre- 
hended. But with singular perversity he 
chose the dark route through a bull-ring 
free from any of these impediments. 

In this connection it is proper to mention 
the unsanitary condition of the jail. Not 
only does the roof leak badly in many 
places, but the thousands of feet of surface 
of plete iron have become blistered and 
discolored by the action of the elements and 
the muist and sticky deposits of many 
months out of the reeking atmosphere 
make i+ almost sickening to touch them. The 
unhealthy drainage feature already referred 
to promises mischief, but all of these are of 
a natvre for which the jailer cannot be 
blamed. In our judgment it would be well 
to kalsomine the entire interior at short 
intervals. It is not the jailer’s fault, more- 
over, that the mattresses are of material 
unfit for use in such an institution, and are 
revciting in the last degree to even look at, 
much less He on. 

But fur the fact that cockroaches are 
found in large numbers under and around 
many of the beds, and for the fact that to- 
bacco expectorators have for many monyhs 
built coatings on the bottom of the lattice 
of most of the cell doors, the Jailer is re- 
sponsible. As proof of this, it is fair to 
state that in the ladies“ department 
both the cockroaches and the tobacco ac- 
cumulations are missing, and the contrast 
with the men’s cells is striking, as well as 
convincing. Even though the cm inmates 
were all criminals, these condi*‘ons would 
be objectionable as cruel and unusual 
punishment... 

But when it is remembered that a major- 
ity of those who are committed to the jail 
have been convicted of no crime, are re- 
garded by the law as innocent, and are 
held there awaiting court action because 
they cannot afford to give bond, faults of 
this character demand a speedy remedy. 

In regard to administrative features, the 
rare desires to condemn the practice where- 

y the guards make traffic with prisoners, 
It appears that most of the guards are 
me, «tr of the combine, as * call it, 
whereby the prisoners have been furnished 
wit papers. pens, ink, ple, candles and 
shoes, ach guard has some feature of the 
commercial] organization to look after and 
account for, and the head guard is cus- 
todian of the fund, with the duty of making 
the divide for all who are in the arrange- 
ment on every Saturday night of the month 
but the last. The last week’s collections of 
each month are applied to paying for the 
supplies. 

This co-operative concern has netted its 
members about $8 a month each, in addi- 
tion to the $60 per month paid the guards 
by the State. We have no evidence that 
the jailer was a shareholder, although it 
is demonstrated that he entertained the con- 
viction that it was a part of neither equity 
nor gratitude to shut him out. This com- 
bine“ became a matter of public notoriety 
some time ago, and it is due to the jailer 
to say that he made a confession to reform 
by 8 pie and candles. These are 
no longer sold by the combine,“ but in 
other respects it is doing quite well. 

We recommend that this system be abol- 
ished as scandalous, and as calculated to 
destroy discipline. The guards are not more 
than human and such an organization 
&mong themselves is certain to not only se- 
eure to their patrons among the prisoners 
such small favors as would naturally be 
denied the men, who, by reason of dis- 
crimination or poverty failed to contribute. 
to the profits. For instance, the shaving 
is done by a prisoner, and the reasonable 
charge of 10 cents is made by the guards 
for the prisoner’s services. But the pris- 
oner who does the work is accorded free- 
dom of the yard, in order to do it, and the 
prisoner who has it done is allowed an 
extra two hours of f om on every shave. 
The effect on the guards themselves must 
be mischievous, because where a man has 
to trust six others to handle profits all 
through the month, especially during the 
hours when he is asleep, and then has to 
accept a middleman’s divide of the revenue, 
all this being done without a cash register, 
the demons of doubt, suspicion, jealousy 
and even hatred are liable to be aroused 
with a disastrous effect upon the public 
service. 


Men who are engaged in the arduous 

work of running a commercial business 
without books, unless they be possessed 
of extraordinary intellectual capacity, which 
someé of the jail guards are not, are liable 
to forget to watch the prisoners in their en- 
deavors to watch each other. Moreover, 
it is calculated to disturb the tranquility 
of the jailer himself to have to sit by and 
see all this unearned increment all going 
into the pockets of the men who owe him 
their jobs. 
The State pays these men well, and it 
is a shame that this system of profit, which 
has not been al! under cover, should have 
been tolerated so long. 

In its financial affairs the jail adminis- 

tration invites suggestions of reform. I 
was formerly the custom for the City 
Treasurer to pay jail employes by wiring 
them to call in person at the City As- 
urer’s office and get cash for their services 
at the time of signing the y-roll. 
Soon after the present jailer took charge 
it occurred to him that it was a hardship to 
require the men who worked from 7 p. m. 
to 7 a. m., to go to the Treasurer’s office 
and get their money between the hours of 
8:30 a. m. and 5 p. m., as this might shorten 
their sleep one day in each month. 

So he called on the Treasurer, represented 
this hardship and requested that all of the 
money for the jail pay-roll be given in bulk 
each month to his deputy and he would see 
it paid. The Treasurer granted the request. 

It has since then been the custom for 
the Deputy Jailer to get this cash in lumps 
and to return the payroll signed as an 
evidence to the treasurer that the men on 
it had received their salaries. Finding that 
on several of these pay-rolls thus returned 
to the treasurer the signature of Jailer 
Wagner himself appears opposite from two 
to as many as five of the names of the 
guards, we sought an explanation. It 
seems that the night guards were asleep 
at the time that the pay-roll had to be 
signed, and so Mr. Wagner did not like to 
have them disturbed, and as the 
was expected to be returned to the 
Treasurer within seventy-two hours, Mr. 
Wagner just signed the roll himself op- 
posite the men’s names. 

The pay-rolls on being handed back to 
the Treasurer were not carefully inspected 
else the signatures would ave been 
promptly rejected as no evidence that the 
men had received their money, They there- 
fore went to file where we found them. 
We submit that while payment to the Jailer 
may be constructively payment to the Jail- 
er's deputy, especially where the Jailer’s 
solicitude for the deputy prompts him to re- 
frain from waking him to get his money, 
still sound business sense would prompt 
that this department be paid like the Police 
and Fire Departments, like nearly all the de- 
partments, and that the men for whom the 
money was intended regeive it directly and 
pe | hens oben ka 1 

ere is no good reason why money shou]! 
be handled by the superior before reacting 
the subordinate, and there is sound reason 
why the form of receipt should no: be the 
equivalent of no receiptat all, in so far as 
it goes to protect the city’s interest. 

e recommend that in me matter of 
time keeping in the here be an im- 
proved practice. It is the custom at pres- 
end for the chief deputy to sit down at the 
end of the month and try to remember 
whether anybody on the force has been ab- 
sent any day.

When he came back a half hour 
later the court had adjourned. 

If he doesn't remember such an occurrence 

he naturally and logically infers that 
everybody: must have been present. So he 
takes his time-book and fills out the 
entire thirty or thirty-one days with ink 
strokes, thus giving the public a record of 
current history. If he happens to be pre- 
occupied or unwatchful, he puts in more 
strokes than were intended, and this in- 
volvés scratching or erasures, which im- 
pair the appearance of the book. 

In our judgment a record should be made 
at the end of each day of the persons on 
duty. This would give the time-book less 
uni a than now exists and would in- 
volve a little more trouble to the deputy; 
but it would be a lighter tax upon his mem- 
om, if not upon the public. 

e supposed that the other court deputy, 
Mr. Ruler, had taken the prisoner Lavigne 
back to jail—in fact this was such a prob- 
able hypothesis that he did not ask either 
Ruler or the Jailer about it. He wouldn't 
have given the subject further considera- 
tion but for the fact that he next day ge- 
cidentally met the deputy jailer who had 
delivered the prisoner to him, and the 
debuty incidentally inquired as to the 
whereabouts of Lavigne. 

This put Mr. Troll upon inquiry and ga- 
ing to the cage, he found that Lavigne had 
used a chair which the Sheriff provides for 
the accommodation of prisoners in the 
cage, had pried off a wire screen that. cov- 
ered the window, and had gone out. 

Mr. Ruler, on being consulted. said he had 
— no attention to the cage, because Mr. 
roll, his assistant, had not requested him 
to, and the prisoner was in r. Troll’s 
charge. This seems to acquit Mr. Ruler, 
under the system, and leaves Mr. ll re- 
sponsible, as he himself acknowledges, for 
taking for granted that someone else had 
discharged a duty which it was incumbent 
on him to perform. a 
The system, however, is a reckless one, 
and invites carelessness. Any deputy Sher- 
iff can, in court hours, go into the jail and 
, — any State prisoner, withou®? written or- 
er from any one, It taking the prisoner 
out the deputy signs a receipt on the book. 
This absolves the jailer from further re- 
. No record is made in the Sher- 
iff’s office that the prisoner has come into 
his possession, and if the deputy never re- 
turns the man, it is not the jatler’s business. 
to inquire. Should the prisoner be released 
by the depu*y, the fact might not be dis- 
covered until the next galling of his case, 

one or two months later. 

We beHeve a system should be established 
which would require a comparison and 
checking up every day of the court record, 
the Sheriff’s record and the Jailer’s record. 
If this were done it could not happen, as 
it did within a month, that a man whose 
release had been determined on by the court 
be returned by the Sheriff to jail, re ess 
of the court action, and held there for thir- 
—.— days before the mistake was discov- 
ered. 

Nor could it happen that a prisoner’s es- 
ca would remain unknown until an ac- 
cidental inquiry from the jailer revealed it. 

It would seem that the deputy who 
signed for a prisoner should not be dis- 
charged of responsibility until he himself 
has made on the jailer’s book a return 
showing either that he had brought the 
prisoner back or that some other disposi- 
tion had been made of him. 

The Lavigne escape revealed the fact 
that the cage in the Criminal Court room is 
unsafe in both the physical conditions and 
the guarding method. In our judgment 
prisoners should reach that cage by a jail 
communication entirely separated from a 
public passageway. 

This could be easily arranged. More than 
this, when once in the cage, the prisoners 
should be constantly under the eyes of a 
deputy, with no other duty whatever to 
perform until they are taken thence. At 
present the deputy in charge of them goes 
out of court to get papers, is sent by me 
court to summon attorneys, is, in fact, a 
common messenger, while at the same time 
any one who chooses can approach the 
cage in its alcove and *alk to the prisoners. 

Notwithstanding the recent escape, the 
screen has now in it a hole of consider- 
able dimensions, through which any weapon 
might be passed, meaning possible death 
to the deputy soon after, but through which 
a considerate ople have up to date con- 
tented themselves with delivering nothing 
more dangerous than bottles of whisky. 
Of these latter there have been many con- 
tributions. * 

It is complained that the law allows 
pay for only two deputies in the Criminal 
Court. This being so, the court will doubt- 
less take cognizance of such a public neces- 
sity as the guarding of criminals creates. 
It is represented that a way out of e 
difficulty would be to provide a court més- 
senger who would perform the service that 
now calls the deputy away from his duty 
as guard. 

It is also shown that the Sheriff is now 
payl out of his own salary two more 
deputies than the law allows, in order to 
keep the peace in the Court of Criminal 
Correction. This is, of course, a reflectlon 
on the State itself, which should not im-

Scores the Police for Not Closing the 
Dives. 


Finally, impelled thereto by the immense 
number of crimes in which wine rooms and 
fence houses figure, we direct attention to 
the conspicuous,. even brazen character 
which many of these places are assuming, 
and suggest they demand oe especial atten- 


tion of the police. 

As many as five hotels in the city are par- 
not, hotels at all, 
but assignation houses. As. many as fifty 
saloons, with the ladies“ entrance“ char- 
acteristic, are known to be of the same 
character. While recognizing the hopeless- 
ness of any endeavor to make men moral 
by law, we believe it incumbent, on the 
police to make the way of the transgressor 
as hard as the law will admit of, and to 
minimize the temptations and outward ap- 
pearances which make offenses against the 
moral law seem such a trifling matter to 
the young. 

As to fence-houses, their existence is an 
inducement to thievery, and a large amount 
of this character of crime would no? be 
perpetrated were it not that the thieves 
are assured of an opportunity to safely 
dispose of their stolen goods. The mere fact 
that a junk shop occasidnally turns up a 
thief should not be sufficient to give it a 
fence-house license. 

The jury has had a large amount of work 
suggested to it which a grand-jury should | 
and which none but a 8 would or 
could perform. The discovery of abuses in 
governmental administration is peculiarly 
the work of a grand-jury for no citizen in 
his private capacity can be expected to as- 
sume the labor and odium of such a work, 
even had he the facilities.

THE ROPE'S END. 


JACK BRENNAN AND FOXY REA- 
GAN IN THE LAW’S CLUTCH. 


THEIR LONG RECORD OF CRIME. 


Chief Desmond Will Attempt to Send 
Them Up for Life Under the 
Habitual Criminal Act. 


Jack Brennan and Foxy Reagan, the no- 
torious crooks and leaders of the Blair ave- 
nue gang, were arrested Thursday night 
after having robbed the cash drawer in 
Michael Larkin’s saloon of $45. 

Chief Desmond will make an effort to 
have them taken into court under the habit- 
ual criminal act, which provides a life sen- 
tence for criminals having been convicted 
more than once. 

Frank Moore, the famous burglar, was the 
first conviction secured in Missouri under 
that act. He was sentenced to 99 years 
imprisonment last winter, he having served 
time in six penitentiaries previous to his ar- 
rest in this city for robbing the room of two 
railroad conductors on ourteenth street 
and Chouteau avenue. 

Jack Brennan’s criminal record occupies 
a page of closely written matter in Chief 
Desmond's books. Re n has served two 
terms for burglary and is considered the 
chief of the Blair avenue gang, an organ- 
ization of young crooks, who figure prom- 
inently in the police records of the city. 

The manner of operation of Brennan and 
Reagan was unique. They had a wagon, 
the bed of which they filled with empty 
boxes, and over these they spread a layer of 
potatoes, secured a peddler’s license and pre- 
tended to be occupied in peddling the Irish 
fruit. But that was simply a blind which 
gave them an excuse for their actions and 
under which they could work their graft.“ 

One would drive the wagon while the 
other would go from door to door alon 
the street, ring the bells and inquire o 
the person responding if any potatoes were 
wanted. 

When the man would come to a house at 
which he received no response, the family 
evidently being not at home, he would catch 
up with the wagon, and he and his com- 
panion would drive to the rear of the spotted 
residence and break in, loot the place and 
cart the plunder away in the boxes under 
the potatoes.
